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Early  in  1907  it  occurred  to  several  of  Professor 
M ‘Kendrick’s  friends  that  there  should  be  a 
recognition  of  his  services  to  the  University  of 
Glasgow  and  to  the  public,  and  a meeting  was 
held  in  the  office  of  Mr.  Archibald  Craig,  LL.B., 
on  15th  January,  1907.  At  this  meeting  it  was 
decided  that  a movement  be  initiated  by  the 
Business  Committee  of  the  General  Council  of  the 
University,  and  as  a result  of  this  meeting,  in 

the  month  of  March,  the  following  document  was 
issued  : 


PROPOSED  RECOGNITION 

OF 

PROFESSOR  J.  G.  M‘KENDRICK,  m.d„  ll.d,  f.r.s„ 

Emeritus  Professor  of  Physiology  in  the  University  of  Glasgow. 

On  the  initiative  of  the  Business  Committee  of 
the  General  Council  of  the  University  of  Glasgow, 
It  has  been  resolved  to  take  steps  to  recognise  in 
some  appropriate  manner,  on  the  occasion  of  his 
retirement  from  the  Chair  of  Physiology  in  the 
University  of  Glasgow,  the  long  and  distinguished 
services  of  Dr.  M‘Kendrick  as  a scientific  and 
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public  man,  and  to  give  expression  to  the  personal 
esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  his  many  friends 
throughout  the  country. 

The  form  of  recognition  will,  to  some  extent, 
depend  on  the  amount  subscribed,  but  it  is  thought 
that  the  first  object  to  be  aimed  at  should  be  the 
presentation  to  Dr.  M ‘Kendrick  of  his  portrait  or 
bust  by  an  eminent  artist. 

It  is  understood  that  it  would  be  specially  grati- 
fying to  him  if  in  addition  the  Committee  were 
enabled  to  furnish,  or  assist  in  furnishing,  a 
laboratory  for  experimental  psychology  in  the 
new  physiological  buildings  of  the  University  of 
Glasgow. 

Experimental  psychology,  which  deals  with  the 
practical  examination  of  mental  processes,  lies 
between  physiology  and  psychology,  and  has  always 
attracted  a large  part  of  Dr.  M‘ Kendrick’s  time 
and  attention.  So  convinced  is  he  of  its  import- 
ance that,  at  his  suggestion,  two  rooms  have  been 
set  apart  for  this  subject  in  the  new  University 
buildings. 

Both  in  America  and  on  the  Continent,  and  more 
recently  in  most  of  the  universities  at  home,  experi- 
mental psychology  is  fully  established  as  a recognised 
study,  and  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
experimental  examination  of  many  phenomena  con- 
nected with  the  interaction  of  body  and  mind. 
Further,  in  recent  years,  the  study  of  the  character- 
istics and  development  of  the  mind  in  early  life  has 
come  to  be  regarded  as  an  important  branch  of  the 
science  of  education,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  the  principles  and  methods  of  experimental 
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psychology  will  soon  form  part  of  the  training  of 
teachers. 

For  these  purposes  many  costly  and  special 
appliances  are  necessary. 

A committee  has  been  appointed,  with  power  to 
add  to  its  number,  to  carry  the  above  resolution 
into  effect. 

A first  list  of  subscriptions  is  annexed,  and  the 
Committee  will  be  grateful  for  your  help  in  raising 
such  a fund  as  will  ensure  the  successful  accom- 
plishment of  both  the  objects  indicated.  Contribu- 
tions from  yourself,  or  any  friends  whom  you  can 
approach,  will  be  received  and  duly  acknowledged 
by  the  honorary  secretary  and  treasurer.

In  the  reports  of  the  Business  and  other  Com- 
mittees of  the  General  Council  of  the  University, 
issued  in  April,  1907,  there  is  the  following  reference 
to  the  movement : 

“ A Committee  has  also  been  recently  formed 
to  make  appropriate  recognition  of  the  work  of 
Professor  M ‘Kendrick,  who  retired  from  the  Chair 
of  Physiology  at  the  same  time,  and  full  particulars 
will  be  found  in  the  paper  which  accompanies  this 
Report.  The  Business  Committee  feel  sure  that 
the  many  friends  and  former  students  of  Dr. 
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M‘ Kendrick  will  be  glad  to  have  this  opportunity 
of  testifying  their  high  appreciation  of  his  services 
both  as  a scientific  man  and  as  a citizen,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  of  making  a valuable  addition  to 
the  equipment  of  the  University. 

The  Council  will  also  remember  that  Professor 
M‘ Kendrick  acted  for  some  time  as  Convener  of 
its  Business  Committee.” 

At  a Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  held 
on  23rd  July,  1907,  it  was  resolved  to  request 
Mr.  John  H.  Lorimer,  R.S.A.,  to  paint  a portrait 
of  Professor  M‘ Kendrick,  to  be  presented  to  the 
University  on  Commemoration  Day,  1908.  It  was 
further  resolved,  at  a later  date,  to  present  to  the 
University  as  large  a sum  as  might  be  available 
to  aid  in  the  equipment  of  the  psychological 
laboratory,  and  at  a meeting  on  5th  March,  1908,  it 
was  resolved  to  present  to  Professor  M‘ Kendrick  a 
silver  tray  bearing  an  appropriate  inscription.  A 
communication  was  made  to  the  University  Court 
on  1 2th  March,  1908,  informing  the  Court  of  the 
desire  of  the  Committee  to  make  these  presenta- 
tions, and  on  17th  March,  an  acceptance  was 
received  from  the  Court,  along  with  an  expression 
of  approval  of  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

In  the  Reports  of  the  Business  Committee 
issued  on  ist  April,  1908,  the  matter  is  again 
referred  to  as  follows  : 

“ Lectureships  in  Psychology  and  Geography. 

In  the  Committee’s  Report  of  3rd  April,  1907, 
it  was  proposed  to  send  a representation  from  the 
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Council  to  the  Court  in  favour  of  the  institution 
of  Lectureships  in  Geography  and  Experimental 
Psychology.  That  Report  was  sent  back  to  the 
Business  Committee  for  further  consideration.  The 
Committee  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  reporting 
that  a lectureship  in  Psychology  has  been  estab- 
lished, and  that  Mr.  Henry  J.  Watt,  M.A.,  Ph.D., 
late  of  the  University  of  Liverpool,  has  been 
appointed  the  first  Lecturer.  The  duties  of  the 
Lecturer  as  outlined  by  the  Court  are  (i)  to  give 
such  instruction  in  Psychology,  general  and  experi- 
mental, to  University  students  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  arranged  by  the  Senate  with  the 
approval  of  the  University  Court,  and  (2)  to  take 
charge  of  the  equipment  and  conduct  of  the  new 
Laboratory  for  Experimental  Psychology  in  the 
Physiology  Department  under  control  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Physiology.  In  addition  to  these  duties 
Dr.  Watt  has  been  appointed  to  teach  students 
in  training  for  the  profession  of  teachers  under 
the  Glasgow  Provincial  Committee.  As  regards 
the  equipment  of  the  Laboratory,  it  is  gratifying 
to  state  that  the  Committee  formed  to  recognise 
in  an  appropriate  manner  the  services  of  Professor 
J.  G.  M‘ Kendrick  will  be  able,  after  providing  for 
a portrait  and  personal  gift,  to  devote  a sum  of 
not  less  than  ;^450  to  this  object.” 

The  presentation  took  place  in  the  Upper  Hall 
of  the  University  Library  on  Commemoration  Day, 
22nd  April,  1908,  and  at  the  same  time  a portrait 
of  Emeritus  Professor  James  Robertson,  D.D.,  and 
a medallion  of  Professor  John  Cleland,  M.D.,  LL.D., 
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D.Sc,,  F.R.S.,  were  presented  to  the  University. 
There  was  a large  and  representative  gathering. 
Principal  MacAlister  presided,  and  supporting  him 
on  the  platform  were  the  Duchess  of  Montrose, 
LL.D.;  Lady  Helen  Graham,  Principal  Sir  William 
Turner,  K.C.B.  ; Sir  Henry  Craik,  K.C.B.,  M.P.  ; 
Professor  Gautier,  D.D.,  Geneva ; the  Right  Hon. 
Charles  Stuart  Parker,  P.C.,  LL.D.  ; Miss  Gallo- 
way, LL.D.;  Sir  Samuel  Chisholm,  Bart.,  LL.D.;

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The  Rev.  John  Smith,  D.D.,  Partick,  Convener 
of  the  Business  Committee  of  the  General  Council, 
spoke  as  follows  : 

Owing  to  the  lamented  death  of  Sir  James 
Marwick,  and  the  regrettable  absence  of  Sir  James 
Dewar,  the  duty  has  fallen  upon  me  of  presenting 
the  portrait  of  Professor  M‘ Kendrick  to  the  Univer- 
sity. The  movement  originated  a year  ago  in  the 
Business  Committee  of  the  General  Council,  who 
thought  that  a mark  of  respect  should  be  paid  to 
the  Professor  of  Physiology  on  the  occasion  of  his 
retiral,  and  so  soon  as  it  became  known  the  desire 
to  take  part  was  heartily  shown  by  colleagues, 
students,  and  friends,  and  the  money  flowed  so 
freely  into  our  hands,  that  not  only  were  we  able 
to  get  an  artist  of  the  highest  talent,  Mr.  Lorimer, 
to  undertake  the  work,  but  we  had  a surplus  over 
with  which  we  are  in  a position  to  substantially 
help  towards  the  equipment  of  a Laboratory  for 
Experimental  Psychology,  a subject  which  always 
claimed  the  Professor’s  time  and  attention,  and  to 
offer  for  acceptance  a handsome  piece  of  silver 
plate  as  a personal  souvenir. 

The  motives  which  led  to  the  movement  were  the 
long  and  distinguished  services  of  Dr.  M ‘Kendrick 
as  a scientific  and  public  man,  and  the  personal 
esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  his  many  friends 
throughout  the  country. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  enter  at  all  upon 
the  Professor’s  career,  but  this  I may  say,  for 
thirty  years  he  occupied  with  eminent  distinction 
the  Chair  of  Physiology  in  this  University,  and 
enriched  the  subject  with  many  important  pub- 
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lications  and  contributions.  When  he  came  to 
Glasgow  his  first  endeavour  was  to  make  adequate 
laboratory  provision.  He  laid  the  foundations  of 
the  work  of  which  the  finely-equipped  buildings 
which  the  University  now  possesses  are  the  natural 
development.  From  his  old  students  I have  heard 
that  no  one  could  sit  at  his  feet  without  being 
touched  with  his  enthusiasm  for  scientific  research. 
Besides  a kindling  personality  he  had  a simplicity 
and  lucidity  of  style  which  made  the  driest  of 
scientific  facts  interesting  and  intelligible  to  the 
dullest  of  his  hearers.  But  I venture  to  say  that  the 
affection  and  esteem  which  Professor  M ‘Kendrick 
has  inspired  are  not  fully  explained  by  his  scientific 
achievements  and  the  great  services  rendered  to 
the  University.  The  man  is  greater  than  his 
science : the  man  is  nobler  than  his  services.  We 
forget  the  genius  of  the  scientific  investigator  and 
the  achievements  of  the  Professor  in  our  admiration 
for  himself.  And  the  reason  of  this  is  plain.  In 
the  heart  of  every  one  of  us  there  is  an  invincible 
conviction  that  the  true  nobility  and  glory  of 
human  life  come  from  kindness  of  heart  and 
fidelity  to  duty.  And  these  qualities,  so  con- 

spicuous in  our  honoured  friend,  have  stirred  up 
a warm  and  affectionate  regard,  and  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  large  body  of  subscribers  is  more  expressive 
of  this  than  any  words  that  I could  utter. 

I have  now  merely  to  express  the  hope  on  behalf 
of  the  subscribers  and  of  all  present  that  Professor 
M‘ Kendrick  may  be  long  spared  to  enjoy  his 
retreat  in  that  “ red-roofed  dwelling  by  the  dark 
green  wood,  white  blossomed  trees,  the  yellow 
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broom  and  flowers,”  and  that  the  day  is  distant 
when  the  portrait  alone  will  remain  to  recall  the 
well-known  and  genial  features  of  our  distinguished 
friend.

To  John  Gray  M'Kendrick,  M.D.,  LL.D.,  F.R.S., 
F.R.C.P.E.,  Professor  of  Physiology  in  the  University 
of  Glasgow  from  1876  to  1906,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  presentation  to  the  University  of  his  Portrait 
and  of  a sum  of  towards  the  equipment  of 

a Laboratory  of  Experimental  Psychology  by  col- 
leagues, students,  and  friends. 

Commemoration  Day,  22nd  April,  1908. 


Professor  M' Kendrick  then  spoke  as  follows; 
Your  Grace,  Principal  MacAlister,  Dr.  Smith, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen— As  you  may  suppose, 
find  it  difficult  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  three- 
fold honour  you  have  conferred  upon  me  this 
afternoon.  It  is  however  in  keeping  with  all  the 
kindness  1 have  uniformly  experienced  since 
came  to  Glasgow,  comparatively  a stranger,  in 
1876  I have  to  thank  colleagues,  both  here  and 
in  other  universities ; let  me  say,  in  passing,  how 
gratified  1 am  to  see  with  us  tci-day  one  of  my 
Lrliest  teachers.  Principal  Sir  William  Turner,  of 
the  University  of  Edinburgh;  1 have  to  thank 
former  assistants,  now  settled  in  life  here  an 
there  • 1 have  to  thank  pupils  the  number  of  whom 
during  my  university  career  1 estimate  at  over 
aooo^  /have  to  thank  brother  physiologists; 
IT’l  have  to  thank  many  friends  in  Glasgow 
and  elsewhere.  Nor  can  1 some  who 

have  Dassed  away  from  us  recently,  and,  in  parti 
Liar,  T wish  /mention  Lord  Kelvin  our  hue 
Lne  ated  chancellor.  Lord  Overtoun,  who  will  be 
/ng  remembered  for  his  princely  generosity,  and 
Sir^  James  Marwick,  one  of  my  most  intimate 
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personal  friends,  whose  leonine  head  and  stately 
presence  we  will  see  no  more  among  us.  Their 
absence  casts  the  only  shadow  on  our  gathering 
this  afternoon. 

The  best  and  happiest  years  of  my  life  have 
been  spent  in  Glasgow.  It  is  true  I have  had 
my  share  of  the  troubles  and  bereavements  that 
come  sooner  or  later  to  all  men,  but,  taking  it  all 
over,  my  life  in  Glasgow  has  been  a very  happy 
one,  and,  if  I had  my  choice,  I would  like  to  live 
it  all  over  again.  I only  wish  that  some  who 
have  left  me  were  here  to-day  to  share  in  the 
honour  and  in  your  expressions  of  good  will,  so 
generously  voiced  by  my  friend  Dr.  Smith. 

I may  be  allowed  to  say  that  it  is  a special 
gratification  to  me  that  the  movement  has  been 
instituted  and  carried  on  by  the  Committee  of  the 
General  Council  of  the  University,  because  it  gives 
the  honour  a special  academic  stamp  and  signifi- 
cance. The  thought  of  this  carries  me  back  to  a 
time  when  I acted  as  chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  Council.  It  was  a stormy  period  during  which 
new  ordinances  put  forth  by  the  University  Com- 
missioners were  submitted  to  severe  criticism,  and 
many  a weary  hour  was  spent  in  the  discussion 
of  amendments,  many  of  which,  I fear,  did  not 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  august  body,  the 
University  Commissioners,  sitting  at  that  time  in 
Edinburgh.  I feel  it  to  be  most  kind  on  the  part 
of  the  present  Committee  of  Council  to  have 
remembered  at  this  distant  time,  my  humble  ser- 
vices in  those  stirring  days,  and  I am  deeply 
indebted  to  the  unwearied  diligence  and  energy 
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of  my  friend  Mr.  Archibald  Craig,  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  who  has  brought  the  movement  to 
its  conclusion  this  afternoon. 

I have  always  recognised  it  to  be  my  proudest 
distinction  to  have  succeeded  Andrew  Buchanan 
and  to  have  occupied  the  Chair  of  Physiology  in 
this  University  for  thirty  years.  It  is  enough  to 
satisfy  one’s  ambition  to  be  connected  with  an 
ancient  university,  and  to  have  one’s  name  inscribed 
on  her  rolls.  It  is  enough  to  take  one’s  place, 
however  humble,  in  the  great  procession  of  univer- 
sity men  through  the  years  to  come.  Even 
although  to  future  generations,  by  whose  energy 
the  University  will  no  doubt  live  and  flourish, 
one’s  name  may  be  little  more  than  a name,  yet 
the  name  will  appear  in  the  books,  it  will  appear 
in  the  Calendar  of  the  University  from  year  to 
year,  linked  with  the  names  of  those  who  have 
gone  before  and  with  those  who  will  come  after. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  had  many 
distinguished  colleagues.  Many  warm  friendships 
have  been  formed.  Friendships,  I often  think,  are 
the  most  valuable  assets  of  life— more  so  than 
silver  or  gold  or  any  honours  that  may  come. 
I have  happy  memories  of  good  and  true  men 
who  have  left  us.  Differences  of  opinion,  as  one 
would  expect,  have  often  arisen  and  questions  have 
been  keenly  debated.  It  is  an  open  secret  that 
even  in  university  circles  we  do  not  always  find 
“unity,  peace  and  concord.”  In  the  heat  o 
controversy  blows  may  be  both  given  and  taken, 
but  the  wounds  inflicted,  as  a distinguished  col- 
lea<yue  once  remarked  to  me,  leave  no  scars. 


When  I think  of  former  colleagues  in  the 
medical  faculty  who  have  passed  away  I see  before 
me  Allen  Thomson,  so  courteous,  wise  and  prudent ; 
John  Cowan,  a man  who  wore  the  white  flower  of 
a blameless  life  ; George  Macleod,  who  had  a large 
share  of  the  eloquence,  humour  and  wit  of  his 
race  ; George  Buchanan,  an  interesting  personality, 
whose  deftness  as  a surgeon  had  few  equals  ; 
William  Leishman,  sagacious  and  formidable  in 
debate;  and  John  Young,  whose  versatility  was 
only  equalled  by  his  keen  incisive  wit  and  flashing 
humour.  Coming  to  more  recent  times,  I think  of 
Gairdner,  whose  calm  philosophic  attitude  towards 
great  questions  and  problems  of  many  kinds  gave 
him  a dignity  attained  by  few ; and  last  of  all, 
Thomas  M‘Call  Anderson,  who  so  recently  left 
us,  a man  of  alert  mind  and  great  powers  of 
organization.  Other  names  come  to  memory,  such 
as  those  of  P.  A.  Simpson,  Matthew  Charteris,  and 
also  one  of  nature’s  noblemen,  Alexander  Dickson, 
the  botanist.  I cannot  allude  to  surviving  col- 
leagues, because  the  friendships  with  them  are  too 
private  to  be  dragged  into  public  view.  Nor  can 
I permit  myself  to  refer  in  detail  to  the  many 
distinguished  men  in  the  other  faculties.  Referring 
only  to  those  who  have  passed  away,  suffice  it  to 
say  that  I consider  it  to  be  one  of  the  honours 
and  privileges  of  my  life  to  have  enjoyed  the 
friendship  of  John  and  Edward  Caird,  John  Veitch, 
Richard  Jebb,  William  P.  Dickson,  William  Hastie, 
Robert  Herbert  Story,  and  Lord  Kelvin. 

But  my  life  during  these  thirty  years  has  not 
been  confined  within  the  walls  of  the  University. 


It  has  been  my  rule  throughout  life  to  identify 
myself,  as  far  as  possible,  with  the  interests  of 
the  place  where  I happened  to  be  living.  It  has 
accordingly  been  my  privilege  to  have  known  some 
of  the  best  citizens  of  Glasgow,  when  I met  them 
at  the  Boards  of  the  Western  Infirmary  or  of  the 
Eye  Infirmary,  in  the  Philosophical  Society,  in 
the  Council  Room  of  the  '1  echnical  College,  and 
elsewhere.  I have  often  said  it  was  both  an 
education  and  an  inspiration  to  learn  how  Glasgow 
citizens  conduct  business,  and  how  unweariedly 
they  toil  on  behalf  of  the  various  philanthropic 
and  educational  institutions  which  are  so  creditable 
to  Glasgow.  In  the  vista  of  memory  one  can  see 
a procession  of  able  and  honourable  men  who  have 
served  the  city  in  their  day  and  generation,  and 
who  have  contributed  to  her  progress. 

As  regards  my  own  department  of  physiology, 

I have  much  cause  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
very  substantial  help  given  to  the  University. 
Altogether,  since  1876,  something  over  ;^iy,ooo, 
in  addition  to  the  sum  expended  on  the  new 
laboratories,  probably  amounting  to  .^20,000  more, 
have  been  contributed  to  physiology.  Dr.  Henry 
Muirhead  gave  .2^2500  to  found  the  Muirhead 
Demonstratorship;  a number  of  friends,  a good 
many  years  ago,  headed  by  Sir  James  Watson 
and  Professor  Cowan,  raised  a fund  of  ^noo  to 
aid  in  the  equipment  of  the  laboratory ; the  Senate, 
about  the  same  time,  voted  .^250  for  the  same 
purpose;  the  Bellahouston  Trustees  gave  ;^30o; 
jCSooo  were  bequeathed  by  Dr.  John  Grieve  for 
University  purposes,  and  have  been  applied  to  the 
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foundation  of  the  Lectureship  on  Physiological 
Chemistry;  and  an  anonymous  donor  gave  ^5000 
to  the  building  fund  for  the  new  laboratories, 
specially  marked  for  physiology.  / The  result  is 
that  the  dream  of  my  life  has  been  fulfilled,  and 
I find  my  friend  and  successor.  Professor  Noel 
Paton,  at  the  head  of  spacious  laboratories,  equipped 
both  for  teaching  and  for  research.  I also  find 
my  friend  and  former  pupil.  Dr.  Cathcart,  devoting 
himself  to  teaching  and  research  in  Physiological 
Chemistry,  a department  of  physiology  which, 
during  the  last  ten  years,  has  made  astonishing 
progress,  and  from  which  we  may  reasonably 
expect,  and  at  no  distant  date,  an  explanation  of 
some  of  the  phenomena  of  life.  Such  additions 
to  knowledge  cannot  fail  to  be  of  service  to 
medicine,  both  in  the  way  of  prevention  of  disease 
and  of  remedial  measures  in  treatment.  I almost 
envy  Dr.  Noel  Paton  in  the  career  before  him, 
and  at  the  same  time  I heartily  wish  him  success 
in  the  work  of  his  life. 

Highly  as  I appreciate  the  honour  of  having 
my  portrait  placed  on  the  walls  of  the  University, 
— and  I may  say,  in  passing,  that  one  of  my 
pleasures  during  the  winter  has  been  the  hours  I 
spent  with  the  talented  artist,  Mr.  John  H.  Lorimer 
— I take  it  as  even  a greater  honour  that  Dr. 
Smith  has  been  able  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
Principal  a substantial  sum  to  aid  in  furnishing 
a laboratory  for  Experimental  Psychology,  a depart- 
ment of  science  in  which  I have  always  taken  a 
deep  interest.  I am  aware  that  the  very  name. 
Experimental  Psychology,  suggests  to  some  minds 
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the  work  of  the  Society  for  Psychical  Research, 
and  they  wonder  if  the  investigation  of  “ Spooks 
should  come  within  the  range  of  the  University. 
All  this  is  founded  on  misapprehension.  I am 
not  prepared  to  deny  that  even  the  investigation 
of  “ Spooks  ” may  be  a subject  for  legitimate 
enquiry,  but  it  does  not  come  into  the  province 
of  Experimental  Psychology,  as  the  term  is  now 
understood  by  scientific  men.  What  we  mean  by 
the  term  is  the  investigation,  by  physical  methods 
(as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  apply  these)  of  the 
action  of  the  organs  of  sense,  of  nervous  processes 
in  general,  and  of  nervous  processes  in  connection 
with  sensation,  perception,  emotion,  choice,  or  judg- 
ment, and  even  certain  kinds  of  intellectual  acts. 
It  is  the  department  of  science  that  lies  between 
physiology  and  psychology,  connecting  the  one 
with  the  other  ; it  is  the  investigation  of  the  pheno- 
mena that  lie  at  the  foundation  of  mental  action. 
All  must  admit  (except  most  superficial  thinkers) 
that  the  experimental  method  can  never  solve  the 
deepest  problems  of  mental  science  ; it  can  never, 
for  example,  explain  consciousness,  nor  will  it 
ever  explain  memory,  nor  the  mental  side  of  an 
emotion,  but  it  will  tend  to  bring  the  physiologist 
and  psychologist  into  closer  relation  with  the 
student  of  mental  science.  Experimental  psycho- 
logy will  supply  data  which  can  never  be  collected 
by  a purely  introspective  method.  For  example, 
the  time  relation  of  many  mental  processes  can  only 
be  determined  by  most  delicate  and  refined  appli- 
ances, as  the  intervals  of  time  involved  are  far 
too  minute  to  directly  affect  consciousness.  We 
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must  not  expect  too  much  from  it,  however,  but 
it  cannot  fail  to  be  of  service  both  to  the  physio- 
logist and  to  the  mental  philosopher,  were  it  only 
to  show  the  limitations  under  which  both  work. 
Since  the  time  of  the  Webers  and  Fechner,  the 
subject  has  made  remarkable  progress,  and  now 
there  are  laboratories  all  over  the  world.  As 
usual,  we  were  a little  behind  in  this  country,  but 
we  are  rapidly  making  up  lee-way.  I heard,  there- 
fore, with  the  greatest  pleasure,  of  the  institution 
by  the  University  Court  of  the  lectureship  and 
laboratory  for  Psychology  as  a branch  of  the 
Physiological  Department.  No  one  knows  better 
the  sphere  and  importance  of  Experimental  Psycho- 
logy than  our  learned  Principal,  and  I cannot  help 
thinking  that  in  this  matter  his  opinion  has  had 
great  weight  with  the  Court,  when  they  resolved 
to  found  the  lectureship.  The  lectureship  has  also 
had  the  support  and  sympathy  of  the  Professors 
of  cognate  subjects.  Professor  Jones  and  Professor 
Latta.  I am  also  much  gratified  that  my  friend, 
Dr.  Henry  Watt,  who  has  a good  deal  of  Aberdeen 
granite  in  his  constitution,  and  who  has  given 
himself  a long  and  arduous  training,  mostly  in 
continental  laboratories,  for  this  kind  of  work,  has 
been  appointed  lecturer. 

The  subject  has  also  a practical  aspect  in  connec- 
tion with  the  education  of  teachers.  The  study  of 
the  development  of  faculty  in  the  mind  of  youth 
is  of  great  importance,  and  a knowledge  of  even 
elementary  psychology,  illustrated  by  appropriate 
demonstrations,  will  give  to  teachers  an  insight 
into  the  wonderful  apparatus  of  the  organs  of  sense 
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and  of  the  brain — the  organs  they  have  to  train  in 
their  daily  work  among  the  young.  Such  training 
is  now  a recognised  part  of  Pedagogy,  or  the 
science  of  Education,  and  it  seems  to  me  to  be  a 
great  step  in  human  progress  that  such  a training 
is  now  given  to  teachers  in  our  universities. 

The  sum  given  to  the  laboratory  to-day  will  give 
it  a good  start,  and  I feel  that  this  generous  act, 
with  which  my  name  is  associated,  reconciles  me  to 
parting  with  the  beautiful  apparatus  bearing  on  the 
physiology  of  the  senses  with  which  I spent  many  a 
profitable  hour. 

Last  of  all,  you  have  given  me  this  splendid  piece 
of  plate.  It  was  not  required  to  remind  me  of  your 
great  kindness,  but  it  will  be  pleasant  to  look  upon 
while  I live,  and  I hope  it  will  be  an  heirloom  in  my 
family  for  years  to  come.  I thank  you  for  all  your 
kindness.  Dr.  Smith  has  spoken  of  me  in  terms  too 
kind  and  generous,  but  his  words  and  your  presence 
here  to-day  will  not  be  forgotten  by  me  while 
memory  lasts.  Long  may  the  U niversity  of  Glasgow 
flourish ! 

Principal  MacAlister  then  said  : 

On  behalf  of  the  University  I have  the  utmost 
satisfaction  in  accepting  the  custody  of  the  three 
commemorative  portraits  that  have  now  been  pre- 
sented. The  subscribers  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
their  liberality  and  their  loyalty.  Theirs  is  the 
blessedness  of  the  cheerful  giver.  The  artists  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  the  felicity  of  touch  which 
preserves  for  all  time  the  living  features  and  the 
animating  spirit  of  their  “subjects.”  The  “subjects,” 
if  Professor  Cleland  and  Principal  Mackay  will  allow 
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me  to  use  the  term  in  an  untech nical  sense,  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  the  warmth  of  regard,  the 
steadfastness  of  friendship,  the  deep  sense  of  admir- 
ing" gratitude,  which  these  gifts  in  their  honour 
betoken  and  express.  But  most  of  all,  the  Univer- 
sity is  to  be  congratulated  which  is  enriched  by 
possessing,  as  it  is  proud  to  possess,  such  men  on 
its  roll,  and  such  abiding  memorials  of  them  on  its 
walls.  For  thirty  years  and  more  they  have  been 
leaders  among  us  in  their  several  spheres.  They 
have  enhanced  the  high  repute  of  their  chairs  by 
those  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  which  have  been 
so  happily  characterised  to-day.  And  each  has  sent 
forth  to  their  work  in  the  world  many  academic 
generations  of  pupils,  fitted  by  the  instruction  they 
have  received,  and  the  moral  influence  that  oroes 
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deeper  than  instruction,  to  serve  God  in  church 
and  state. 

Dr.  M ‘Kendrick  is  a physiologist  who  recognises 
that  the  body  is  more  than  meat,  that  the  mind  is 
more  than  a secretion  of  the  brain.  He  has  ex- 
plored the  functions  and  properties  of  the  soul  as 
well  as  of  its  tenement.  And  hence  it  is  pre-emi- 
nently appropriate  that  a substantial  share  of  the 
testimonial  fund  in  his  honour  should  be  devoted 
to  the  laboratory  of  psychology,  which  his  own 
labours  made  possible.  Others  will  reap  where  he 
has  sown,  but  this  tablet  will  remind  them  of 
the  hands  that  planted  the  seed. 

Principal  MacAlister  then  spoke  of  the  presenta- 
tions to  Professor  Robertson  and  to  Professor 
Cleland,  and  he  continued  as  follows  : 
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To  all  who  have  contributed  to  procure  for 
Glasgow  University  the  gifts  that  have  been  made 
to-day,  and  to  those  in  particular  who  have  graced 
the  ceremony  of  the  presentation  by  their  presence 
or  their  speech,  I offer  in  the  name  of  my  colleagues 
our  most  grateful  thanks  and  our  most  cordial 
welcome.  The  memory  of  this  day  of  commemora- 
tion will  be  brightened  by  its  association  in  the 
minds  of  all  of  us  with  the  tributes  thus  paid  to 
the  merits  of  our  esteemed  fellow-workers  in  the 
cause  of  science  and  sound  learning. 

On  the  proposal  of  Professor  H.  M.  B.  Reid, 
D.D.,  the  Principal  was  thanked  for  his  conduct  in 
the  Chair. 

Tea  was  then  served,  and  the  proceedings 
terminated. 
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
